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The Posts of The Hansa 


Towns 


By Montgomery Mulford 


SHE first letter-posts 
regularly used by in- 
dividuals, and partic- 
ularly businessmen 
and traders were es- 
tablished by the 
Hanseatic League in 
the 13th century. The League of 
‘Hansa Towns’ stretched eastward 
to Novogorod from Central Ger- 
many, westward even to and in- 
cluding for a time London, north- 
ward into Scandinavia and south- 
ward into Italy. The League was 
first of all a commercial confedera- 
tion or union, and the the estab- 
lishment of posts and city-postal 
stations was absolutely necessary 
for the conveyance of intelligence 
between the league members. 

few brief paragraphs on 
Hanseatic (or Hansa) history may 
be welcomed as a part in clari- 
fying our story. The cities within 
this league were many; a list of 
them would be rather long, but a 
few of the representative mem- 
bers follow: 


In France there were Ruen, St. 
— Bordeaux, Bayonne, Marseil- 
es. 

In Spain there 
Barcelonna, Seville. 
In Portugal there was Lisbon. 
In Norway there was Bergen, etc. 
In Belgium there was Bruges. 
In England there was London 

(afterward dropped). 

In Italy there were Messina, 
Leghorn, Naples, etc. 

In Russia there was Novogorod. 


The Hansa Towns reached the 
summit of their power by 1428, 
though they continued in existence, 
more or less powerful (with wav- 
ering sovereignity) until 1806, 
when they ended, their career. The 
Hanseatic League, though illegal, 
especially by Papal Bull, was 





were Cadiz, 


nevertheless recognized at the 
peace of Utrecht (1715). 

Lubeck became the leader of the 
Hansa Towns, and the main post- 
al station; and then the Holy Em- 
peror Maximilian instituted a post 
between Austria and Normandy in 
order to rival the Hansa. He al- 
most succeeded but his death took 
that menace away. The Hanseatic 
League was a commercial and de- 
fensive alliance of cities, and even 
when its power became great it

never attempted a political unifi- 
cation of the area within which the 
majority of the cities lay, which 
was Germany. The origin of this 
alliance of cities is lost in obscuri- 
ty; a strange silence reigns over 
much of the history of the organ- 
ization. But it was predominately 
German. 

As the German people even then 
were an aggressive race, they were 
soon entering all the important 
cities of Europe. They came to 
London rather early, perhaps even 
in the tenth century A. D in some 


numbers. And they were treated 
then with respect. German and 
English came into close contact 
and were very amicably disposed 
toward each other. The Germans 
formed, in England, the nucleus of 
a Middle Class, which is a class of 
business men, commercial directors 
and traders. England had lacked 
such a class, and so her commerce 
was not very strong. Germany 
supplied the strength. 

Hating the method of the feudal 
system then in vogue, not wishing 
to be overlooked by Rome, and 
jealous of the Holy Empire of Ger- 
many (a loose alliance of states 
that was, for all practical purposes, 
weak), the Teutons of the German- 
ic cities set about to build up their 
own localities and then unite by 
treaties to defend each other and 
to foster commerce. Cities on the 
sea coast of the Baltic and North 
Seas, as well as along important 
rivers, were the first to rise. Com- 
merce by the sea was safer than 
trade by land. Commanding the 
best outlets, they took command 
in the alliance of Hansa that was 
formed. Wisby was the first head- 
quarters, but Lubeck vied’ for that 
distinction and soon won it. Along 
the Rhine the cities there were 
the first to ally themselves by 
treaties. This was in the thirteenth 
century, and much protest ensued 
because others said (who were out- 
side the alliance) that merchants 
ought not to rule over states, sover- 
eignity being only for princes and 
noble and high-born men. From 
the Rhine the alliance spread north- 
ward; and soon took the name of 
Hansa, though its origin is clouded 
in mystery. In Ulfia’s translation 
of the Bible the term was located, 
signifying a union of men, a so- 
ciety. At first not official, the name 
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Hansa was recognized after a war 
by these allied cities against Den- 
mark under Waldemar in 1370. 
Followed other conflicts: successful 
combats they were for the most 
part, and, coupled with the remun- 
erative herring fishing in northern 
Europe, the prosperity of the Han- 
seatic League steadily increased. 
Lubeck won a war single handed 
against Denmark in 1249 (the sec- 
ond of such victories) defeating 
King Eric II. There were many 
other such chapters, curious to us 
now. 

In those cities not League mem- 
bers, the Hansa Germans had their 
own autonomous quarters called 
the Kontor; I say autonomous, for 
these quarters were virtually free 
cities within cities. It was to the 
Kontor that many a city owed its 
existence. 

Any league which includes cities 
spread all over Europe must cer- 
tinly need means of rapid communi- 
cation; and the Hansa Towns cer- 
tainly established just that system. 
The posts that were established 
afforded what was then quick con- 
veyance of intelligence. The Han- 
sa Towns profited greatly by this 
means. I have found that encyclo- 
pedias barely mention the Hansa 
Posts; the mention is made so that 
we know postal systems existed, 
but that is practically all of it. 
For the Philatelist, more is wanted, 
and it is the purpose of this study 
to supply some of the deficiencies, 
if at all possible.

As a matter of record we are 
pelased to print the Postoffice An- 
nouncement concerning the issue 
of the new four cent postage stamp 
to bear the likeness of Ex-Presi- 
dent William H. Taft. 


New 4-Cent Ordinary Postage 
Stamp, Portrait of Taft, 
Issue of 1930 


Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, 
Washington, May 19, 1930. 

Postmasters and postal employ- 
ees are notified that the depart- 
ment is about to issue a new 4-cent 
ordinary postage stamp bearing 
the portrait of former President 
William Howard Taft. This stamp 
will replace the current stamp of 
the same denomination bearing the 
portrait of Martha Washington. 

No change has been made in the 
present border design nor the col- 
or of ink, which will be brown. 
The central design is a portrait of 
the former President, with an open 
background. The name “Taft” 
appears on a ribbon scroll directly 
beneath the portrait. 

The new stamp will first be 
placed on sale June 4, 1930, at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and for the bene- 
fit of stamp collectors the stamp 
will be placed on sale at the phil- 
atelic agency. Division of Stamps, 
Post Office Department, June 5, 
1930. The philatelic agency, how- 
ever, will not handle first-day cov- 
ers. 

Direct and central accounting 
postmasters will be furnished the 
new 4-cent stamps on regular 
quarterly requisition after June 5, 
1930. Special requisitions for the 
new 4-cent stamp should be avoided 
so far as practicable. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day concellations of the new 4-cent 
stamp may send a limited number 
of addressed covers, not to exceed 
25. to the postmaster at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, with a cash or postal money- 
order remittance to cover the value 
of the stamps required for affix- 
ing. Covers will be accepted from 
bona fide subscribers only and 
each cover must be properly and 
legibly addressed; covers bearing 
pencil addresses will not be ac- 
cepted. Neither can compliance be 
made with unusual requests, such 
as for the affixing of stamps bear- 
ing plate numbers, or the irregular 
vlacing of stamps on covers, etc. 
The stamping of first-day covers 
is a courtesy extended to collectors 
without cost in a spirit of depart- 
mental cooperation. Therefore the 
postmaster at Cincinnati will re- 
turn all irregular requests unfilled.

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World War History on Postage Stamps 


By Mrs. Paul Suter 


In Youngstown 


A pictured history of the World 
War, in which most of the pictures 
are less than an inch in length 
and breadth, was exhibited by its 
compiler, F. G. Esslinger of Shar- 
on, Pa., to the members of the Ma- 
honing Valley Stamp Club in 
Youngstown, Ohio, at a _ recent 
meeting. 

The several hundred pictures, 
with one exception, are postage 
stamps of various nations. The ex- 
ception is a copy of Durer engrav- 
ing, “War,” which Mr. Esslinger 
has used for a frontispiece. 

The portrait of the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand and his duch- 
ess, Whose assassination June 28, 
1914, was the immediate cause of 
the war, appear on a stamp of 


Bosnia and Herzegovina which 
starts the history. Mobilization of 
forces is indicated by Austrian 


stamps showing infantry, cavalry, 
artillery, navy, and air force, and 
the “Contingent Embarking” from 
Jamaica. 

Then came. the horrors of war; 
ruined churches and towns, sol- 
diers bandaged, on crutches, blind- 
ed and led by nurses, children 
hungry. The activities of the Red 
Cross in many countries were aid- 
ed by the sale of special stamps 
at a higher rate, and these are in- 
cluded. 

The advance of the German 
troops into Belgium and France, 
and Austrians into Italy, are 
graphically represented by the 
German and Austrian stamps over- 
printed with their new values in 
foreign money, and sometimes with 
the name of the invaded country. 
And at the end of the war 
conditions were reversed, and there 
are Belgian stamps overprinted 
“Deutchland,” and Italian stamps 
used in Austria. 


Histories of Units 


_ King Albert in his trench helmet 
is among the pictures of kings and 
emperors. The Newfoundland 
stamps are there, the “Trail of the 
Caribou” series of 12, each of 
which gives the name of a famous 
battle where Newfoundland troops 
took part, or else bears the words 
“Royal Naval Reserve” and the 
Latin “Ubique,” telling that her 
“Royal Naval Reserve” and the 
sailors with the Royal fleet were 
everywhere. 

Even neutral Switzerland cele- 
brated the end of the war with 
three peace stamps. Victory stamps 
were issued by most of the Allies, 
from our own three-cent stamp 
showing the Goddess of Victory

surrounded by the flags of the Al- 
lies, to ones from far-away Japan 
and New Zealand. Jamaica shows 
the “Return of a Contingent.” 

There is a picture of a soldier, 
permanently crippled, come back 
to his family. 

A soldier, with his sword stuck 
in the ground behind him, sowing 
his field with seed, is a more hope- 
ful one. Reconstruction brings 
many pictures of industry, from 
the smith, the miner, and the har- 
vester, to tall factory chimneys. 

Changes of government of course 
from kingdom and empire to re- 
public, were shown at once on the 
stamps. The Versailles Treaty 
brought many more stamps, and 
Mr., Esslinger has a page of them, 
from the Free City of Danzig, and 
all the new countries formed in 
Central Europe. There, too, are 
the stamps with ‘Plebiscite” print- 
ed across them, used while the 
people in certain districts were 
voting to which country they would 
belong. 


Currency Inflation 


Then came the days of inflation 
of currency in Germany, and to a 
less extent in Austria, when the 
printing presses turned out week 
after week stamps and paper mon- 
ey in ever increasing values. Be- 
fore that, the highest German 
stamp was five marks; in 1923 they 
were issued for 50,000,000,000 
marks. 

Mr. Esslinger has brought his 
very interesting record to a close 
with the three groups of stamps 
which celebrate the more recent 
contests and struggles for suprem- 
acv among the nations of the earth 
—the Olympic games series issued 
bv Belgium, France, and Holland 
when they were hosts in 1920, 1934 
and 1928 respectively. These, some 
like classic Greek statues, some in 
modernistie style, show figures of 
contestants in various events. 

All these stamps are unused, so 
that no postmark conceals any part 
of the design, and are in fine con- 
dition: they are very effectively ar- 
ranged on the blank white sheets 
of a large loose-leaf book, and 
mounted with exactness of spacing. 

This volume of Mr. Esslinger’s 
collection gives evidence of careful 
study of the design and reason for 
issue of modern stamps. and an 
original idea well carried out. It 
must have been interesting to do; 
it is certainly interesting to see. 
The Mahoning Valley Stamp; Club 
hopes to have more of such jmeet- 
ings.

SUMMER _ Stamp collecting is no 
BUSINESS longer solely a win- 

ter hobby. Time was 
in years past that the collector 
laid aside his stamps when summer 
came along and picked them up 
again in the winter and then went 
back and gathered up what few 
stamps had been issued during the 
time that he had spent digging in 
the garden and keeping the dande- 
lions out of the lawn. 

As a result of the actions of the 
collectors, the dealers were more 
or less obliged to get along with 
less business through this summer 
season. The situation has changed 
however, for the dealer, because 
the collector has changed his 
habits. 

The serious collector can no long- 
er afford to lay his stamps aside 
for the summer. It is true that 
he will take a couple of weeks or 
a month vacation, during which 
time his stamps are carefully put 
on the shelf for a short period but 
even during this vacation time, if 
his wanderings take him within 
reach of other collectors or stamp 
shops in other towns he is con-

stantly on the job looking for new 
varieties. 

He must do this in pure self de- 
fense for in these days when as 
many stamps are issued in a year 
as used to be issued in a decade, 
the collector can not afford to pass 
up several months without catch- 
ing those new issues that are com- 
ing in that period. 

He must also keep on his toes 
for the constant stream of new 
stamps that are being issued in 
this country, first day covers etc. 
These must be got when issued be 
he expects to get them at all, 

a low figure. 

Then there are the air mail cover 
collectors, another bunch of real 
live stamp people who thrive best 
in the summer months when ac- 
tivity in the development of new 
air mail routes is at its height. 

Thus we find that all together, 
the stamp collecting game has be- 
come an all year matter, not solely 
because the collectors have decided 
to collect through the summer 
months but because the many new 
issues, the many events of interest 
and importance connected with col- 
lecting have forced them to keep 
active throughout the summer if 
they hope to keep abreast of the 
times. 

Thus the dealer who realizes 
this situation, the dealer who is 
wide awake enough to keep con- 
stantly after business, will reap 
much profit throughout the summer 
months. The dealer who goes af- 
ter summer business will frequent- 
ly pick up customers that are being 
half served by the other fellow, 
due to lack of attention throughout 
the summer months. 

The summer season is only a 
brief three months, it passes very 
quickly. In these few brief months 
the up to date dealer must give 
constant attention to shaking up 
his stock in preparation for the 
fall trade. This dealer will discover 
much about his shop that he has 
forgotten was in the place. He 
will find things that are new, to 
advertise and offer. He can offer 
many items that he would do well 
to clean up and get out of the way, 
in effect a general house cleaning 
is necessary in the stock of any 
real stamp dealer. Odds and ends 
accumulate, they should be moved. 
The wide awake active dealer will 
frequently find enough material 
scattered about to produce a hand- 
some return throughout the sum- 
mer if he will but clean house in 
a thorough manner and get his# 
stock thoroughly shaped up for 
the coming winter business. 

These odds and ends can form 
the basis of many attractive offers 
throughout the summer and moving 
dead stock is a very profitable bus- 
iness.

MUCH ZEPPELIN MAIL 
AMERICAN STAMPS

Postmaster Says ‘17,268 Letters 
and 6,436 Postcards Bear 
Our Postage 





The quantity of mail carried by 
the Graf Zeppelin on its present 
trip to South America and Lake- 
hurst stamped with United States 
postage includes 17,268 letters and 
6,436 postcards, the Postmaster of 
New York informed the Philatelic 
News Bureau of Orange, N. J. 

The greatest number of these 
pieces is confined to Lakehurst, and 
a few are addressed to the inter- 
mediate stops at Seville, Pernam- 
buco, Rio De Janeiro and Havana. 
Still others are to make the com- 
plete round trip back to Friedrich- 
shafen, whence they will be sent 
back to America by steamer. All 
of the mail stamped with United 
States postage was forwarded to 
Friedrichshafen and Seville in spe- 
cial mail sacks. 

Five sacks were sent on April 
6 on the Albert Ballin, two on the 
New York on April 7 and one on 
the Olympic, which sailed from 
New York on May 1. 

Most of the mail was sent by 
dealers in stamps and first flight 
covers, and one-third of the entire 
shipment is estimated to have been 
sent by one dealer. The stamps 
used on the mail are only a small 
part of the $4,500,000 issue made 
by the Postoffice Department for 
the flight.

DO-X Flights 


Capt. Christian Christainsen, 
German war seaplane pilot has ar- 
rived at Friedrichshafen, and taken 
command of the Giant Dornier, and 
the preparations being made for 
the trans-Atlantic trip to New 
York, on which sixteen passengers 
and several hundred pounds of mail 
will be carried.

A SNUG SAVINGS ACCOUNT 


A newspaper clipping from a 
Holyoke, Mass., paper states that

Where else can one 
find such a hobby? 





MASSACHUSETTS VARIETY 





The Massachusetts Bay Colony 
stamp number 2 northwest pane of 
plate number 20053 shows a de- 
cided mark on the white space 
the right of the date “1630”. Easily 
visible without a glass. 

A single pane came from the 
Agency at the time the stamps 
were issued, and an immediate re- 
quest for duplicates brought an 
acknowledgment of the order three 
weeks later stating that the order 
would be filled in ten days. And 
here are two more examples of the 
fault—which makes three copies, 
all from Washington, and evidently 
proving the thing as on the plate. 

Nobody else seems to have re- 
ported anything whatever on either 
of the new stamps and possibly 
this one plate variety may be of 
interest to some of your readers, 
as it is to myself.

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Air Mail Cover 
ALBUM 


Heretofore it has been impossible to procure an album for keeping 
entire original covers in a satisfactory and practical manner, in a way 
that would permit of quick, permanent and easy mounting of covers 
in the album, quick and easy change when rearrangement were neces- 
sary, changing without injury to either the album page or the cover. 
Mounting that would display the entire cover, both front and back with- 
out as much as a pin point being covered up or hidden from view. An 
album that provides at the same time, ample space for notes, lettering 
or clippings of interest, relating to the cover. Ample space for this 
purpose is provided both for the face of the cover and for the back of 
the cover which frequently tells a story as interesting as the front. 


The idea in the construction of this album is covered by an appli- 
cation for a patent. The idea is practical, it is the first and only album 
for this purpose that has been offered the collector of covers that will 
permit a complete and easy display of his collection. 


Realizing that many covers which are kept are of little value it 
has been our object to produce an album as low in price as possible. 
With this thought in mind, several different books have been made and 
discarded until today we believe we have produced a book that, consid- 
ering all angles is about the best that can be done. A more expensive 
album could be provided for those who wish to pay for it but our first 
object was to produce something that would meet both the approval and 
the purse of the vast army of collectors of covers. Something cheaper 
could be offered but it would lack the feature of being entirely satis- 
factory. If a dollar and a half or two dollars must be paid for a book 
of this sort, a bit more will permit of having a book that will meet the 
approval of any collector. 


The binder is a three ring binder of good quality, pages are of a 
fancy grade of light brown stiff paper. In a ring binder the pages will 
of course lay flat. Throughout the book the pages alternate in form. 
Between each two full complete pages is a skeleton page with two 
tongues. In placing covers in the album the left end of the cover is slit 
or clipped with shears, the cover is then slid over one of the tongues. 
In turning the pages of the album, you take hold of the full pages and 
turn them over which flops over the tongued page holding the cover. 
Thus you have either the front or the back of the cover in view. On 
the opposite full page you place clippings or notes referring to the cover. 
With each album is provided a sufficient number of cloth washers for 
placing about the ring holes in the pages. By the use of these wash- 
= i considerate handling of the album the pages will wear indefi- 
nitely. 


Pages are 8'¥, inches wide by 11 inches high. A complete album 
will hold 80 covers, besides a vast amount of clippings, pictures and 
information which can all be arranged in a form that will make your 
collection an interesting display.

The cover was 
eancelled at Crow Wing, Minn., and 
besides the dated postmark each 
stamp has been lightly cancelled 
with a three ring “bullseye” tieing 
it to the cover. 

The cover is the possession of 
Harry A. Low of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and is admired by all who see it. 
Mr. Low is a philatelist of many 
years standing, and has been col- 
lecting stamps for almost 70 years. 

No, the item before us is not the 
original cover but a three column 
wide reproduction in the Pitts- 
burgh Press of May 11, so if you 
want a set of the Columbians on 
cover just get a copy of the Press 
for that date.
